No one evidently could say where the 
ore was being shipped, so Wingfleld 
imemdiately telegraphed to his at- 
torneys here to have an automobile at 
Sparks last night to meet the train. 
The machine, was on hand with At- 
torney Cheney.

The papers were put in the hands 
of Deputy Sheriff Branton, and 
he 
served them
